The Council wag called to order by the Mayor. Roll call showed the
following members present: Mayor McFadden, Councilmen Mueller, Pannell, and

gteck, U4; abgent, Councilman Reed.
The Minutes of the last meeting were read and Councilman Mueller moved

the adoption of same. Motion prevailed by the following vote: Ayes, Mayor
McFadden, Councilmen Muellex, Peannell, and Steck, 4; nays, none, Oouncilman

Reed absent.
The Mayor laid before the Council the following application of

Ernest Nalle:
"Austin, Texas, January 4, 1928,

To the Honorable Mayor and Board of Commissioners
of the Qity of Auetin,
Austin, Texas.

Gentlemen:

I, the undersigned, have entéred into a contract with the firm of
walgh & Burney, Inc., for the exrection of a fireproof building at the corner
of Eagt Eight Street and Congress Avenue, for which a permit has been lawfully :
igsued in ocnnection therewith, and on behalf of the contractors and mysel? 5
respectfully petition the Honorable Qouncil as follows: -

le For the permit, right and privilege of the use of Congress Avenue in
front of sald property, from the ourb line to a line parallel and ten feet
east of the east rail of the street car track, and for the use of one-half of
East Eighth Street for the depth of said lot, said portion of said streeta to
be fenced off by a fenoce and runway on Congress Avenue, and the fence on East
Eighth Street, to be erected at the expense of the contractor and myself.

2. That the City consgtruct at ite expense, for the benefit of propexty
owners in this seotion of said improvements, and for the benefit of the in-
" provements before mentioned, 2 ocatch basin of sufficient capacity to take ocare
of the stoIm waters at or near the corner of IDast Zighth and Congress Avenue,
end connect the same with the storm sewer oL Congress Avenue,

3. PFor the permit, right and privilege of excavating for the basement under
the sidewalk of Oongress Avenue and East Eighth Street, in front and along the
entire premiges on Congress Avenue and Eighth Street.

4. That the City, at itas own expense, extend the ganitary sewer in alley,
which alley is paraliel to Congress Avenue and likewise between Seventh and
Eighth Streets, from its present terminus in the rear of the Stephen F. Austin
Hotel, to the rear of the property upon whioh the improvements are to be
erected, 80 that proper connection can be made to the asame.

Your petitioner prays that the premises be considered, and all things
herein prayed for be granted to him and his gensral contractor, Walsh & Burney,

Dear 3ir:

In accordance with your request, I have made a study of the application
of Ernest Nalle for street space zssignment for the vurpose of constructing a
building at Eighth Street and Congress Avenue.

In reference to paragraph No. 1 of the Nalle application, beg to advige
that I recommend 20 feet east of the east rail of the street car track 1instead
of 10 feet, and I recomzend that he be permitted to use one-half of East Eighth
Street, all of eaid grants to be based upon the plans and recommendations
accompanying this letter.

In regards paragraph No. 2 about the catch basin at the corner of
Eighth Street and Congress Avenue, beg to advise that this would be a permanent
improvement to the block and that it would be proper for the City to asaume

this expense.
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In regards paragraph No. 3, I suggest that 1t is a matter of policy to be
determined after the geocuring of advice from the Qlty Attorney by the Qity Council.
This entailg, however, a atudy of the type of conatrucotion to be placed under
the sidewalk from an architectural and engineering standpoint, and I suggeat that
final decision on this matter be postponed untll the entire aet of plans of the
bullding, including the proposed use of sidewalk area, 1s presented to the City
authorities.

In regards paragraph No. 4 , beg to adviee that it has never been the poliocy
of the City to take over the expense of giving special depth maing for the
development of business propositions, and that this expense should be borne
entirely by the owner of the property. Mr, Palmer advises that he made two
estinates for connection with the Nalle property, but we have not been advised as
to whioh plan was adopted, nor have we been ehown plans of the present building.

To Eive theéem a oonnection for everything except the basement, as previously proposed
would require an expenss to the property owner of only the customary 312.00 feeo.
The estimate for the special work previously made waz slightly under £3,000.
Other recommendations and amplifications of those.oontained in this letter will
be found in the recommendations for working space which accompany this lettex.

The City Manager submitted to the Oouncil the following recommendations for
working space on the Nalle building at the corner of East Eighth Street and
Congress Avenue:

"Boundaries for all working space ghall be determined as follows: .

West side of Congreas Avenue working space to be 28 feet east of and parallel
to the center line of Congress Avenue except that this boundary will terminate with
a 45 degree line tangent to the cornexr of the ourh. Allow cne-half the width
of Eighth Street. The center line of Eighth Street to be determined by the
established monument 1ines of Bighth Street. At the north boundary of said
working space there shall be erected a 80lid board fence 8 feet in height of such
a permanent nature that it cannet be moved except by wrecking., This fence shall
be cénatruOted for any of the space used and may have a built-in gliding door of
sufficient size to allow the passage of a truck. -

At the ﬁeat side of sa2id working space, and on a 45 degree line at the inter~
section there shall be construoted a covered walk as shown oﬁ plan. Thig walk
shall be floored with at least 3/4 inoh planks and covered with boards at least
2 inchesg in thickness. The top of the walk ghall beat its lowest point'at least
7 feet from the floor. Ingide of the walk shall be sheeted solid with ghiplap,
or its equivalent . The outside wall of the walk shall be asheeted in a similar
manner to a height of three feet. There will be no walk provided on the north
boundary of the working space on Eighth Street.

Ordinances prohibiting the parking of any cars on Eighth Street between
Congress Avenue and Brazos Street during the periecd of construotion to be provided,

Storm waters to be taken ocare of by the contractor con both Eighth Street and
Congress Avenue.

No vehicles to be unloaded by the Contractor while parked in either Eighth
Street or Qongress Avenue. All of contractor's materials to be unloaded in space .
allotted. No space to be allotted on alley except for 4 feet for scaffolding
purposes during the necessary period for such scaffolding.

When the building has reached a height of three stories, there sball be
constructed an overhenging canopy ten feet in width on the wall of the building
facing the alley."

Trne Council approved the above recommendations for working space on the

Nalle Building and the matter was further referred to the City Attorney for proper
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regolution oovering seme.

Mayor McFadden movs¢d that the general plan for the extension of natural
gas high pressure lines in various parts of the city, as submitted by the Austin
Gas Company, be adopted, and the City Attorney directed to draw resgolution
covering the:matter and subzit same to the Council. Motion prevailed by the
following vote: Ayes, Mayor McFadden, Councilmen Mueller, Pannell, and 3teck, U;
nays, none, Councilman Reed absent,

City Mansger Johnson laid before the Oouncil a number of applications of
the Austin Gas Qompany to extend gas lines and Mayor McFadden moved that the
permits be granted and the City Attorney directed to draw resclution granting
same, Motlon was seconded by Councilman Mueller and same prevailed by the
following vote: Ayes, Mayor McFadden, Oouncilmen Mueller, Pannell, and Steck, 4;
nays, none, Oouncilman Reed absent.

Councilman Xueller moved that the City Manager be authorized to pay the
reward of THREE EUNDRED DOLLARS offered by the City for the arrest and conviction
of any one gullty of arson, to Bob Rockwood, John Woody, and Rex Fowler for the
arrest and conviction of E. L. Williamson in the Oriminal District Court of
Travis Oounty, Texas, on January 4th, 1928, for the crime of arson. °

Councilman Steck moved that the Oouncil recess, subject to call of the
Mayorx. ¥otion was seconded by Councilman Mueller and same prevailed by the
following vote: Ayes, Mayor McFadden, Oouncilmen Mueller, Pannell, and Steck, U4;
nays,; none, Qouncilman Reed absent.

The Qouncil then recessed.
